Interesting Events: 

A restaurant employee used Lime-A-Way to clean warming pans used for the buffet. After the 
shift change, the pans were filled with water and placed in the food bar; however, all of the 
cleaner had not been removed. The steam and heat reacted with the chemical residue, causing 
significant odors throughout the business. Twenty-five individuals @mployees and patrons) 
were evacuated from the restaurant, which remained closed for over five hours. Five 
employees suffered from respiratory irritation, eye irritation, and headaches. All of the 
employees were transported to a local hospital for treatment and observation, but were not 
admitted.
